ter of truthin all his life time, but euermore 
had his chicfe delight inlying,which cauſed 
the Emperour to giue commaund, that no 
graue ſhould bee graunted to his body , but 
his goods were confiſcated, his houſe ruined, 
and his wife and children baniſhed out of 
Rome, to the end that no memory might re- 
maine of ſo venimousa beaſt. 

If the ſame order were among the Papall 
Frye {till in force , wee might hope, that 
either wee ſhould haue more Truth-tellers, 
or fewer Lyers : But that cuſtome 1s now

Fryer Heruexs vpon his Mantle, They goe 
'.ON, and tell you, that Saint N:cholas whileft 
hee tay in his cradle, fa'ted Wedneſdayes, 
andFridayes, on which da; es he would ne- 
uer ſucke abonue once, They report more- 
oner, That Biithop T 73a hauing killed his 
Cow and his Calfe toentertaine Saint Pa- 
#7:cke and his company, found both of them 
the next morning feeding in the meadow. 
T hey further tell of Saint Dominckes books, 
how they fell intoa Riner, lay there three 
dayes, and ſo many nights, but weie found 
afterward by a Fiſherman, ard taken vp as 
dry as a feather. They ſay farther, that Saint 
Romnala deltnered high poynts of Divinity 
as ſoone as he was borne, and p:eſcntly af- 
ter that hee was.baprized, made a learned 
Sermon, Fhey deliuei alſo,that Saint far- 
garet being {wallowedby a Dragon had no 
{ooner made thu {igne of the Croſſe , but the 
Dragon burlt aſfunder, and out ſhee came as 
ſoundasa Trout. They fay alſo, that a man - 
who neuer ſaw further then the-length of 
his noſe, opening Xazicrs Tombe, aud rub-. 
bing his eyes with his hand ſtraightway re- 
couered his fight Yea, -they are not aſha- 
med to affirme;that 7eratins Loyola wasrapt

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vp into. heauen, and ſaw the holy Trinity 
in three Perſons, and one Efſence, and that 
God ſhewed him rhe parerne of the world 
which he layd beforehim when he made it. 
They reportalſo, that Frier Bennet of 4-

lng aſlcepe, ſhee thought ſhe ſaw Saint Ds- 


minicke c\ole by her, taking from vnder his 


Copea ſtrong ſmelling Oyntment , where. 
wich he annoyneed her thigh. And when ſhe 
aSked him what it was, hee told her, that ir 
was called, The Oyntment of Loue : which 


we may vnderſtand to bee the priuate fami- 


liaritie which was betwixt them. In the 
time of Pope Parnlws the third, the number 
of Whoores which were in his Regiſter, 2- 
mounted to fortic and five thoufandzand yer 
this was but aſmall number, compared with 
that which was beforc this Popes time. His 
Holineſſe himſelfe is many times giuen to 
this vice,as we may percciue by the Epitaph 
of Pope eAlexander the fixt his daughter, 
which runnes after this manner:

And 
therefore God imote. him with a Frenzic, 


ſo thathee went about the field, PC

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the filly. Sheepe and Cattell , ſuppoſing that 
they-had been his enemies; and when this 
was done., hee kills himſelfe on the- point 
of his owne Sword. | 

- One-in an Inne laughing at thoſe which 
ſpoke of Chriſt, offered ro (cll his ſoule for: 
acupof Wine : one hauing bought it.of 
him , the Dcuill being among them like a 
Swaggerer, bought itat the ſecond hand, | 
and then making challenge of his bargaine, 
hurryed him away with him in the ayre,af- 
ter which time he was neuerſcene. 

Certaine Gameſters at Mantua breaking 
faorth into blaſphemy againſt our bleſſed 
Sauiour, their eyes fell on the Table. And 
 achildeat Rome not aboue five yeares of 
age, blaſpheming the name of God, was 
carryed away by the Diuell,frombetweene 
his parents armes.
